The man whose active life span- 


ned the first, second, and third 
reichs, In the stirring days fol- 
lowing June 30 stood firmly by his 
principles as a loyal German and, 
at the same time, extended a pro- 
tective hand over a man who had 
been one of his closest friends— 
Franz von Papen. 


When Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
chose to suppress rebellion In Nazi 
ranks with summary executions, 
von Hindenburg was already ill at 
his country estate in Neudeck. 
Word reached him of the ac- 
tivities of the Hitler firing squads 
and, 
at the same time, he heard 


how aides of Vice Chancellor' van 
Fapen had been slain and how von 
Papen himself was virtually under 
arrest in his private residence. 


The aged president, even then 
seriously sick enough for the con- 
vening of a "major medical coun- 
cil" on July 1, sent word to the 
reichswehr (regular army) that he 
held it responsible for the safety 
of von Papen. 


Sends 
Hitler Congratulations 
At the same time he dispatched 
to Hitler a telegram congratulat- 
ing and thanking 
him for the 
steps he took to save the country 
from mutineers. 
Hitler's plan was given out in 


Berlin as involving the removal 
of van Papen from the cabinet. 
It was intimated strongly that 
the conservative vice chancellor, 
who had 
been critical of nazl 
radicals, was held to blame be- 
cause he did not learn of alleged 
traitorous activities on the part of 
some of his aides and prevent 
them.

new war. 


On April 16, 1625, at the elec- 


tion, 14,638,399 Germans cast their 
votes for Hindenburg, who thus 
became the second president. 


Two surprises were sprung be- 


fore he was inaugurated.

quested Secretary of State Dr. Ot- 
to Meissner, under Ebert, to re- 
main, and authorised 
the then 


Chancellor Luther to proclaim his 
solidarity with the cabinet's ad- 
herence to the Dawes plan

ated in the Locarno agreement*. 
Inaugurated In 1925. 


On May 12, von 
Hindenburg 
was Inaugurated, and with a loud 
unhesitating voice he swore al- 
legiance to the republican con- 
stitution.

from the character of the new 
president and from his religious 
regard for the sanctity of the 
oath, that his office would be 
administered strictly according to 
the constltulon.

posal was aimed chiefly at the 
policies of the late foreign min- 
ister, Gustav Stresgemann, who 
died only a few weeks before the 
vote on the plebiscite, 


Von Hindenburg had supported 


the foreign minister's policies and 
had taken a great fancy to him. 
He let the nation know In no 
uncertain terms that 
he 
watt 
against the plebiscite demand and 
showed his feeling for Stresse- 
mann by insisting upon walking 
behind the hearse at the foreign 
minister's funeral. 


To defeat the Young plan the 
plebiscite 
bill needed a 
favor- 


able vote of 21,000,000, but 
the 
general apathy to the poll was In- 
dicated by the less than 6,000,- 
000 votes cast for It. 


President von Hindenburg was 
a strict constitutionalist and in 
deciding upon that as his guid- 
ing principle In government, he 
took Emperor William I, founder 
of the 
German Reich, as his 


model. He went even to the ex- 
tent of speaking of the cabinet as 
"my ministers." 
That was not 


meant to indicate that they were 
mere tools or that he attempted 
to dictate to them, but since they 
were his appointees he Intended 
to stand by them. As president 
he did not undertake a step with- 
out consulting the minister of the 
department involved.

Cowan was one of the 'best dia- 
lect readers aver heard In Cor- 
slcana, and kept the visitors in 
uproars of laughter with his stor- 
ies and quaint philosophy. 


Switching into the serious por- 
tion of his talk, Mr. Cowan told 
of a startling 
observation 
by 


Frank Reedy, Dallas travel-tour 
conductor, who has visited prac- 
tically every country in the world. 


Mr. Cowan prefaced this por- 


tion of his talk, however, by quot- 
ing Klppllnger as reporting re- 
cently that the population of the 
United States Is increasing less 
rapidly and that by 1940, It will 
be on the decline and by that 
time it will be impossible for it to 
survive. 


China Absorbed Invader*. 
The speaker pointed out that 


Mr. Reedy has traveled 
exten- 


sively in China, and has found 
that from the borders 50 miles 
interior the people are American- 
ized, but on the interior they 
live in their primeaval state, and 
the population is increasing. 
He 


further showed that hoards have 
tried to over-run "China, but have 
always been absorbed by the Chi- 
nese race. 
At this point Mr. Cowan point- 


ed out numerous Attributes of the 
Chinese race, and showed how 
some day It will be able to ab- 
sorb all races. 
He likened the 


process to an automobile, with 
the Chinese as the driving power; 
the Japanese gusto and bravado 
aa the body, and the Jewish race 
as the pilot. 
Mr: Cowan explained that this 


Is only prophecy, but said it 
would 
come about 
unless 
the 


Americans get back to the funda- 
mentals of the pioneer American. 


Program 
Chairman 
F. 
W. 


Smith introduced Mr. Bryant and 
called -upon him to explain about 
his cotton bredlng plant, and how 
cotton is bred. 


.Explains Cotton Breeding. 
Mr. Bryant showed two groups 


of cotton plants, one which was 
grown from pedigreed seed, and 
many large and well formed bolls 
while the other grown from ordi- 
nary cotton seed had few small 
bolls. 


The. host said that there ar* 


but 25 cotton seed breeders, in 
Texas, and there are more in 
Texas than all the other states 
in the Union. 
He said further 
that If it were not for the breed- 
ers 
continuously 
selecting 
and 


improving cotton seed, that in a 
few years time all the cotton 
would soon drift back into its 
original state, which would be 
practically useless commercially. 


Explaining the process of se- 


lection Mr. Bryant said the breed- 
er goes through a cotton field 
and selects and tags plant types 
that have all 
the 
desirable 


points. 
Each stalk is picked and 
sacked separately. Each is weigh- 
ed, the bolls counted and exam- 
ined, and the length of the staple 
is measured. 
Parenthically here 


Mr. Bryant said that cotton breed- 
ers do not try to get the longest 
staple, because that would not 
be profitable, but they select for 
strong and uniform length sta- 
ples. 


Another item considered in the 


selection is five-lock cotton. The 
lint-index count is made, and the 
lint percentage is taken, Mr. Bry- 
ant went on. 


Many Plants Discarded. 
He 
said that originally 
2000 


plants are selected, and 90 per 
cent of them are discarded after 
the tests. The seed of each plant 
are planted in one row, at the 
same time and all are given the 
same cultivation, and picked at 
the same time. 
When picked, 


each row's . production is given 
tests like the original ones and 
from the 200 rows, only the 15 
best survive. In the third year 15 
blocks are planted, and after be- 
ing harvested all are discarded 
but one, and it is the best plant 
out of the original 2000. The seed 
from this block are planted the 
next year, Mr. Bryant said, and 
the seed are produced and treated 
from this group. 
Mr. Bryant went into 
detail 


concerning the process 
through 


which the seed are put through to 
insure germination and uniform 
production. 


Need 6000 Acres. 
He said 
that 
at 
least 
5,000 


acres would he nedeed to meet 
the demand of seed, but he does 
not have that much land. He 
signs contracts with surrounding 
farmers, to furnish them the ped- 
igreed seed, and then buys the 
seed back from them when their 
crop is ginned. The seed are then 
cleaned, culled, cured, treated to 
insure 
germination, 
and 
then 


sacked. 
In closing the speaker 
told of the sales-arrangement that
